AVIATION POINTS WAY 


An imp ortant little anniversary skip p ed 
by u nnoticed the other day. Pan American 
Airways comp leted the second year of reg­ 
u larly schedu led commercial ocean flying in 
the Pacific, and "rote into the record books 
one of the most remarkable records in the 
history of aviation. 
It is interesting to note that the third 
year of ocean flying l>egan with the 163rd 
schedu led flight across the Pacific, and that 
the Clip p er p lanes have transp orted more 
than 3,500,000 letters, u p wards of half a 
million tons of freight and nearly 2000 p as­ 
sengers. 
Yet these figu res don’t tell the story. 
It 
is the less sp ectacu lar rep orts, which show a 
grou p of skilled mechanicians getting a 
tou gh job ao"7i p at, that really are signif­ 
icant. 
And the whole p erformance, the two 
solid years of it, is a tremendou sly encou rag­ 
ing soil of thing, even if aviation as a " hole 
leaves you cold. _ For here, after all, is one 
of the lew solidly constru ctive movements 
going on in the world today. 
At a time when mankind seems to be 
doing its best to sp lit u p into hostile r amp s, 
here is a movement that makes for u nity and 
friendly commu nication. At a time when the 
terribly destru ctive p owers of the airp lane 
are being demonstrated with grim fright­ 
fu lness, aviation here is showing its con­ 
stru ctive p ossibilities. 
Ou r hop es for the fu tu re, when you stop 
to think abou t it, rest largely on the chance 
that the forces which tend to tie hu man 
society into one u nited comp act whole will 
p rove stronger than the forces which are 
tending to disru p t and destroy it. 
What 
Pan American is doing in the Pacific is a 
fine, heartening illu stration of the vitality 
which the former force can have, and the 
intelligence with which it can be directed.

more car for the money th an any other p erson. 
The General M otors corp oration is a chisler. 
This 
corp oration tried to do the same thing Ford tried to 
do. 
And the more they can chisel, the better off 
we ail arc. 


B u t the governm ent now says th a t the chisler— 
a m an who renders more service in exchange than 
others are willing to render—is an enemy of society. 
We need to reverse the thing, if we are to widely 
distribu te w ealth continu ou sly.
